ALLIES PROPOSE

Observers Predict Only 
About 100 Americans

MUNSAN, Korea, April 8 (AP) 
~The Communists today said 
they are ready to send home 600 
disabled prisoners of war—a fig- 
ure that includes only 150 Ameri- 
cans and other United Nations 
soldiers. The chief Allied nego- 
tiator asked for a recount, and 
added: “I have hopes we will get 
more.“ 

Observers here predicted that 
only slightly more than 100 
Americans will be exchanged. 

R. Adm. John C. Daniel told 
the Communists their figure was 
“incredibly small,” and asked 
“that you have these figures re- 
viewed.” He said later, however, 
that “I have no reason to believe 
at the present time that they are 
not acting in good faith.” 

Allies Offer 5800. 

The U.N. Command offered to 
return 5800 sick and wounded 
Communists—5100 North Koreans 
and 700 Chinese. This is 7 per 
cent of the 83,000 pro-Communist 
prisoners and 4 per cent of all 
prisoners held by the Allies. 


is 5 per cent of the 12,000 to 
13,000 U.N. and Korean prisoners 
the Reds have said they hold. 
Both sides named lower-level 
staff officers to work out admin- 
istrative details of the exchange.

The Communists have 
agreed to the main points of Adm. 
Daniel's plan, and said they will 
submit their versions of the rest. 

First Note of Discord. 

The Allied protest on the Com- 
munist offer was the stiffest 
statement yet made in the three- 
day-old conference. It was the 
first note of discord in the other- 
wise smooth negotiations which 
Tuesday resulted in agreement in 
principle to exchange disabled 
P.O.W.s who are willing to go 
home. 

North Korean Maj. Gen. Lee 
Sang Cho told Daniel: We have 
offered the figures of sick and 
injured prisoners of war only 
after we have cheeked the matter 
in detail. Accordingly, I cannot 
find any reason why the figures 
are incredibly small.” 

Daniel told reporters the figure 
is “controversial.” “It depends on 
what category you put them in,” 
he said. “In other words, how 
sick is a man?” *

MORE PRICES UP 
THAN DOWN SINCE 
CONTROLS ENDED 


NEW YORK, April 8 (AP)—The 
end of price controls has brought 
more “ups” than “downs,” but has 
left unchanged many items in the 
average American’s budget. 

That's the conclusion reached 
in an Associated Press 23-city sur- 
vey on the effects of decontrol on 
the cost of living. 

The survey shows these in- 
creases: Cigarettes up one or two 
cents a pack, and coffee up two to 
five cents a pound at all points; 
gasoline up in eight cities; ond 
bread up in six cities. 

According to the check, there 
have been no significant price 
changes in clothing, home fuels, 


restaurant meals or butter since 


the last controls were removed on 
March 17.

STOCK MARKET ADVANCES, 
FOR SECOND STRAIGHT SESSION’ 


NEW YORK, April 8 (AP) — 
The stock market advanced for 
the second straight session today 
with gains being registered in a 
wide front. Quick profit-taking 
pared down the best gains near 
the close of the market. 

The upward movement repre- 
sented a generous rebound from 
the severe decline the market has 
suffered since Communist peace 
feelers first were made more than 
a week ago. 

Gains today in the 31 to $2

Volume was moderate, as 
contrasted with the heavy trading 
in declining markets.

The Republican Line. 

For the Republicans have long 
proclaimed themselves Chiang's 
doughtiest and most faithful 
champions, and have repeatedly 
accused Democratic administra- 
tions of failing to do enough to 
help the Nationalist Generalissi- 
mo. The G.O.P. as a whole ral- 
lied passionately to the support 
of Gen. Douglas MacArthur when 
the former Far East commander 
charged the Truman Administra- 
tion with failing to appreciate 
Chiang and the importance of 
Formosa adequately. 

If the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion should now abandon Chiang, 
accordingly, it would be open to 
charges of truly astonishing in- 
consistency, if not duplicity. It 
would also arouse furious resent- 
ment among “China First” ele- 
ments in its own party. 

Policy-makers here are wres- 
tling with these problems, but 
they decline to give any indica- 
tion of how they propose to deal 
with them, if and when they arise. 
They decline, indeed, to admit 
that such problems could arise. 

It seems clear, however, that 
Chiang’s hold on the affections 
and esteem of at least some re- 
sponsible Republicans is not as 
secure as it seemed to be before 
the Russians and Chinese Com- 
munists launched their current 
“peace offensive.” 

It further seems clear that 
these Republicans would not be 
too hurt if the people of the 
country began to realize—without 
any official prompting —the na- 
ture of the crisis which may soon 
confront the United States in the 
Far East. 


U.S. Terms on Korea. 

Policy-makers are also working 
out the terms Washington will 
propose for a permanent settle 
| ment of the Korean problem if 
| and when such a settlement can 
| be negotiated. 

Positions taken thus far are 
tentative and subject to change, 
however, it is understood that 
Washington is now considering 
putting forward the following 
proposals: 

1. FRONTIERS. 

The United States may not in- 
sist on unification of all Korea. 
It will not settle, on the other 
hand, for a permanent division 
of the country along the present 
battle positions—or for anything 
less than this. Washington prob- 
ably will be prepared to settle, 
however, for a frontier across 
the narrow waist of the penin-

WASHINGTON, April 8—A plan 
to permit wider participation of 
private industry in the atomic 
energy program soon will be pre- 
sented to Congress by the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

There has been no official an- 
nouncement of details of the pro- 
posal, which has been “in the 
works” for some months, but 
scattered statements of commis- 
sion members and officials indi- 
cate that means will be suggested 
for ending the Government's com- 
plete monopoly of the possession 
and development of fissionable 
materials. 

A spokesman told the Post- 
Dispatch the plan which the AEC 


has formulated has been eleared 


by the executive branch of the 
government” and if it is accepted 
by Congress will create wider op- 
portunities for private enterprise 
in the field.. The proposals have 
developed gradually over a period 
of years, it was said, and reached 
final formulation stage in recent 
months. 
Congressional Hearings. 

The commission’s proposals will 
be put forward at hearings sched- 
uled to be conducted by the joint 
congressional committee on atomic 
energy, which is now headed by 
Representative W. Sterling Cole 
(Rep.), New York. 


Cole announced after his elec- 
tion to the chairmanship last 
week that the committee’s first 
major project would be to con- 
sider basic changes in the 1946 
atomic energy act. No firm date 
has been set for these hearings 
but they are expected to start 
this month. 

The Post-Dispatch was told the 
hearings might last many weeks, 
depending on the complexity of 
the issues as they are brought up 
and discussed, and that commit- 
tee deliberations leading to the 
formulation of legislation might 
continue for months. One inform- 
ant described the problem as 
“massive.” 

Problem of Ownership. 


Here are some of the topics 
that will have to be discussed: 

Under the present law it is il- 
legal for a private concern or in- 
dividual to possess a substantial 
amount of fissionable material. 
If commercial groups are to help 
develop atomic energy for peace- 
ful purposes it would be neces- 
sary for them to have access to 
sizable quantities of uranium 235, 
for example. 

These groups would not, of 
course, employ their materials to 
produce explosions. They would 
work on practical methods of us- 
ing the energy in the atom for 
the production of electric power. 

It is possible that even under 
the new law the actual ownership 
of fissionable materials would re- 
main in Government hands, with 
private concerns licensed to use 
it. They also may be licensed to 

produce fissionable materials, 
which could be used either for 
war or peace, or both. 

The AEC has announced that 
reports of the first four indus- 
trial teams to survey reactor 
technology indicate that large 
reactors might bé built within a 
few years which could furnish 
economic power to the systems of 
the utilities in the groups if 
weapon-grade plutonium were 
produced and bought by AEC at 
Hanford costs.” 


St. Louis Firms Involved. 


One af the industrial teams con- 
sists of Monsanto Chemical Co. 
and Union Electric Co. of St. 
Louis. 

Plutonium from which atom 
bombs are made now is produced 
at the Hanford works in Wash- 
ington state. In the course of its 
production heat is given off which 
could be converted to peaceful 


power use. 

The method of producing elec- 
tric power that apparently is con- 
templated by private concerns is 
through the use of a reactor that 
would produce plutonium. Under 
the present law private concerns 
cannot make or own plutonium. 

If the Government does not 
agree to buy the plutonium at a 
stated price, private concerns 
might not want to risk this de- W 
velopment.

A proposal to increase the pub- 
lic school tax rate by 14 cents, 
presented to voters on a separate 
ballot in yesterday’s municipal

H. Antoine, two of the four re- 
form candidates sponsored by the 
Citizens’ School Improvement 
Committee, were elected to the 
Board of Education. 


Charles J. Dyer, incumbent 
seeking re-election, led the field 
of 10 candidates for the four 
school board memberships at 
stake. Dr. James J. McCaffery, 
a dentist, was the fourth winner. 

The new school tax rate, which 
will be in cffect for two years, 
will be $1.15 on each $100 of 
assessed property valuation. The 
present rate of $1.01, authorized 
by voters in 1951, will expire 
May 15. 


Intensive Campaign Waged. 

An intensive campaign in sup- 
port of the higher levy was con- 
ducted by a Citizens’ School Tax 
Campaign Committee headed by 
Echeal Feinstein, an attorney. 
Emphasis of the campaign was on 
the fact that the school tax rate 
would revert to the 89 cents per- 
mitted to be levied without an 


election if the new rate was not Carl 


authorized. 

Approval of the new rate, Fein- 
stein said today, “means that the 
citizens of St. Louis have again 
reaffirmed their faith in our good 
public schools. Our children are 
now assured of a continuation of 
fine educational opportunities.’ 

The tax proposal carried by a 
plurality of 73,322 and won by a 
substantial margin in every ward. 

In the race for the school 
board, complete, unofficial re- 
turns from the city’s 795 pre- 
cincts gave Dyer 85,493 votes, 
Schlafly, 76,586, Antoine, 75,888, 
and Dr. McCaffery, 71,840. 

Twe on Reform Slate Lose. 

The Citizens’ Committee, with 
only scattered ward organization 
support, failed to elect its other 
two candidates, Lemoine Skinner 
Jr., who ran sixth, and William 
Charles, incumbent, who placed 
seventh. 

Totals for the other candidates 
were: E. George Hartmann, 71,152; 
Skinner, 64,855; Charles, 63,096; 
H. Lee Bruns, 60,761; the Rev. 
Joseph W. Nicholson, 54,073, and 
Philip T. Henderson, 37,482. 

The new school board members 
will be installed at the board’s 
next regular meeting Tuesday 
night. Election of a president to 
succeed James J. Fitzgerald, who 
did not seek re-election, will be 
the first order of business, 

The Citizens’ Committee, which 
has had a five-member minority 
on the 12-man board, now will 
have six members, as a result of 
Charles’s defeat and election of 
Antoine and Schlafly.

RATES UP AFTER PUBLIC SHOWINGS 
UNION PAY RISE OF NEW WEAPONS 


Charges for parking in most 
downtown lots and garages have 
been increased about 12 per cent 
as aresult of a new union contract 
boosting employes’ wages, it was 
announced today. 

One typical garage reported the 
daytime rate had been increased 
$2 a month to $15. Hourly rates, 
which had been 45 cents for the 
first six hours, now are grad- 
uated from 25 cents for the first 
half hour to 50 cents for six 
hours. Twenty-four hour rates 
were increased from $1.35 to 
$1.50. 


The new contract, negotiated 
by the AFL Automotive, Petrol- 
eum & Allied Industries Em- 
ployes’ Union for 300 members, 
provides for wage increases up to 
27½ cents an hour, retroactive to 
April 1, and an additional 10- 
cent hourly increase Oct. 1.

RUSSIANS. SUBMIT 
PROPOSALS TO END 
AERIAL INDENT 


Details Not Given—-Féur- 
Power Talks in Berlin 
to Be Resumed Soon in 
U.S. Sector. 


BERLIN, April 8 (Ap)— Allied 
and Russian representatives an- 
nounced today that four-power 
talks on air safety over Germany 
would continue soon in the 
American sector of West Berlin. 
The conferences, which began at 
Soviet headquarters in the East 
Zone last night, marked the fifst 
four-power meeting since the 1949 
post-blockade period. 

A four-power communique ‘{s- 
sued at daybreak said the Rus- 
sians had submitted “a series of 
proposals concerning flights in 
air corridors between Berlin and 
West Germany, safety of flight 
and prevention of air accidents.” 

No details of the Russian pro- 
posals were given. They probably 
will be discussed at the next 
meeting to be held at United 
States headquarters. The date of 
the meeting is to be set later by 
mutual agreement. 

The talks are bing held at So- 
viet invitation to discuss methods 
of avoiding such incidents as the 
Russian jet fighter attack which 
destroyed a British bomber on 
the East-West German frontier 
last month. 

The chief delegates attending 
the conference last night were 
Maj. Gen. Robert F. Tate, deputy 
chief of staff, United States Air 
Force in Europe; British Air Vice 
Marshal J. H. Edwardes-Jones,

The Board of Police and Fire 
Commissioners of East St. Louis 
in making recent appointments 
failed to select dispatchers for 
the fire department from the list 
of qualified personnel, a_ suit 
filed yesterday by the East St.

That would 
make possible immediate use of 
the injunction. 


Unfair Administration Charged. 

Both Stephens and Moody 
thought the law had not been 
fairly administered either by the 
National Labor Relations Board or 
boards of inquiry named by the 
President. 

Once the President and his ad- 
visers have decided there is a 
national emergency, the United 
States Steel proposal would re- 
quire the Attorney General to 
seek a court injunction against a 
threatened strike or one which 
might be actually in progress. 

“After all,” Stephens told the 
committee, “the only problem is 
whether or not an emergency 
really exists or is threatened.” 
That was not, he said, a matter 
to be determined by persons out- 
side the. Government whose im- 
partiality “rightly or wrongly” 
has been questioned, 

So the first steps suggested by 
Stephens would be determination 
by the President himself whether 
a national emergency exists or is 
threatened; application to a court 
for an injunction and then a re- 
vision of the law to provide that 
the 80-day limitation on such in- 
junctions be abandoned. 

“Why,” he asked, “should the 
injunction be lifted if the emer- 
gency continues? There could be 


a provision that the injunction 
might be vacated at any time aft- 


ship on such a panel. 
Stephens proposed also that 
national emergency provi- 
sions of the law be amended so 
that they could be applied to even 
a single plant. 

“It may be possible, under con- 
ditions today, he said, “to jeop- 
ardize the public safety by a 
strike in a single plant engaged 
in making an item which is vital 
to our national defense.”

He said he could not tnder- 
stand a statement by Gen. J. Law- 
ton Collins, Army Chief of Staff, 
that ammunition had been rolling 
out of production lines since cer- 
tain “restrictions” on the Army 
had been removed last November.

The bill would forever renounce 
federal rights to the oil-rich mar- 
ginal sea, from low tide to the 
“historic” boundaries of the 
coastal states. 

“Restoration of these lands to 
the states,” said Daniel, “will not 
be a gift. You don’t give away 
something you never had. 

“The Federal Goyernment never 
thought it owned these lands un- 
til recently, and even until now 
it hag never possessed or used 
them. The lands are still in the 
possession of the states, awaiting 


|| action of Congress on the final 


question of future ownership.” 
Truman Called It Robbery. 
Adoption of the pending legis- 
lation—described by former Pres- 
ident Truman as a “100-billion- 
dollar robbery in broad daylight” 
—would be an act of “justice and 
equity,” the same kind of equity 
that would be applied by a court 
if one family had owned a tract 
of land in good faith for over 100 
years and another tried to take it 
away on some “newly discovered 
theory of law,” said Daniel. 

He went on: 

“The Supreme Court said it 


‘could not apply such rules of

But it clearly said that 
Congress has the power to do so.

The boundary in the Gulf of 
Mexico had been set at three 
leagues when Texas was a re- 
public, he asserted. 

Opponents of the pending leg- 
islation have dispuited the Texas 
claim, pointing out, as did the 
Supreme Court in ruling against 
Texas, that it agreed to come into 
the Union on an equal footing 
with other states. The court not 
only knocked out the claim of 
three leagues, but held that the 
Federal Government, and not 
Texas, has dominion over all the 
area from the low tide mark sea- 
ward over the entire continental 
shelf. 

Rank Discrimination, He Says. 

Daniel, who as attorney gen- 
eral of Texas before he came to 
the Senate, was for years in the 
forefront of the battle for state 
ownership of the marginal sea, 
also argued: 

“It would be rank discrimina- 
tion against thie coastal states 
to exclude their marginal sea 
lands from this rule of state own- 
ership while continuing its ap- 
plication to the far greater bodies 
of lands beneath inland waters 
and the Great Lakes.”

CAA Inspection Decree Ap- 
plies to Most Commercial 
Planes. 


WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP)— 
The Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration has ordered a propeller 


inspection for most of the nation’s 
commercial airplanes “to preclude 
further hazardous accidents.” 

Instructions have been sent by 
telegraph to all airlines operating 
Boeing B-377s, Convair 240 and 
340 airplanes, planes of the Doug- 
las DC-6 series, Lockheed 049 
Constellations and Martin 202 and 
404 planes. A CAA spokesman 
said virtually the only airline 
planes not affected are DC-3s and 
DC-4s 


Propellers must be inspected 
during each plane's next sched- 
uled periodic inspection or over- 
haul, but in no case later than 
April 30, CAA said. 

The inspection order applies to 
aircraft using reversible pro- 
pellers, as do most modern air- 


liners. 

A CAA official said the order 
stems from the failure of this 
type of propeller on a military 
plane at Greenville, S. C., March 
19. The plane managed to land 
safe. 

Among five accidents listed by 
the CAA investigation bureau as 
due to inadvertent reversal of 
propeller pitch, only one involved 
more than one death: the Feb. 11, 
1952, crash of a National Airlines 
DC-6 at Elizabeth, N. J., which 
killed 29 in the plane and four 
on the ground.

He successfully opposed Laurel, 
who had been president of the 
Philippines during the Japanese 
occupation, in 1949, after efforts 
to impeach Laurel on charges of 
using government funds to deco- 
rate his residence had failed. 
Quirino has been in public life 
33 years. He got his first im- 
portant job when President Man- 
uel Quezon, “father of the Philip- 
pines,” made him his private sec- 
retary. 

He accompanied Quezon to the 
United States in World War I 
and in the 1930s. In 1949, he 
visited President Truman in 
Washington and was given a 
ticker-tape parade in New York. 
One of Quirino’s big talking 
points in his campaign for re- 
election in 1949 came from his 
visit with Truman. 

“I know deep in my heart 
President Truman would prefer 
me to Jose Laurel,” he said. 


Saw Wife, Children Murdered. 


Quirino had been scornful 
toward Laurel because his op- 
ponent had remained in Manila 
during the war while he, who had 
seen his wife and three children 
murdered by the Japanese, had 
elected to go to a Japanese prison. 
One of Quirino’s tactics in his 
forthcoming campaign is expected 
to be a claim that Magsaysay, if 
elected, would become Laurel's 


stooge. 

Magsaysay often has been 
called the Eisenhower of the 
Philippines.

All Way in Assuaging Job Hunger 


Administration, Committed to Cut Size of 
Government, Is Besieged by Patronage 
Seekers — Getting ‘Own Players on the 
Field a Thorny Problem,’ Halleck Says.

EPUBLICANS seeking to consolidate control over the machinery

Administration plan to remove civil service protection from 
many holdover Democratic appointees occupying confidential or 


policy-making posts. 


‘But the civil service amendments announced last week by the 
White House are not expected to go all the way in assuaging the 


job hunger of a party out of power for 20 years. 


That will take 


time; it may never be entirely accomplished. 


One veteran Democratic Con- 
fressman told the Post-Dispatch 
that, while he was well aware the 
Republicans are desperate for 
jobs to pay off political obliga- 
tions and have been complaining 
about the difficulty of finding 
them, in his opinion they do not 
know how tough it is going to be 
to dig up enough vacancies. 

Committed to Reduction. 

One reason is that the new Ad- 
ministration is committed to a 
policy of reducing the size of big 
government. It is not going to be 
easy to trim the size of the fed- 
eral establishment and at the 
same time provide more jobs for 
persons who worked for the elec- 
tion of the Republicans and think 
they are entitled to a reward. 

Representative Charles A. Hal- 
leck (Rep.), Indiana, House ma- 
jority leader, said recently: 

“How to get its own players on 
the field is rapidly coming to the 
front as one of the thornier prob- 
lems of the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration. While news reports con- 
tinue to indicate progress in cut- 
ting the size of the federal pay- 
roll. no effective way has yet been 
found te replace any political 
holdovers from the Truman Ad- 
ministration. who have been an- 
chored into policy-making jobs.” 

Reasons Behind Order. 

In his statement, Halleck con- 
tirued to touch on the reasons 
behind President Eisenhower's 
éxecutive order of April 1. He 


said: 
“Many ... jobs involve the

reasons, that the Administration 
should be able to fill policy po- 
sitions with its own appointees. 
In the first place, the Democrats 
hope to return to power and do 
not want to find themselves even- 
tually in the Republicans’ predica- 
ment.

‘Number Not Known Yet. 

Just how many jobs are at stake 
at the policy level is not known 
and will not be until a survey 
has been made of more than 
2,500,000 positions filled by fed- 
eral employes in the United States 
and throughout the world. The 
number of policy jobs is likely 
to be more than 2000. Presiden- 
tial Press Secretary James C. 
Hagerty said there were “more 
than several hundred.” 

A list has been prepared of 
some 318,000 positions, about half 
of them abroad, which are exempt 
from civil service regulation. 
Many of these, however, are in- 
cluded in agency merit systems, 
such as in the Tennessee Valley 
Authority. 

Eisenhower's executive order 
created in the category of excep- 
tions from the competitive serv- 
ice a new “Schedule C” for the 
listing of all jobs of “a confiden- 
tial or policy-determining charac- 
ter.“ Schedule A covers jobs 
of this type but for which no com- 
petitive examination is required;

Commission Has Authority.

Adenauer Promises That Germans Will 
Stand by U.S. in Coalition Against Reds

View of Soviet Policy. 


In a speech at a National Press 
Club luncheon today, Chancellor 
‘declared the Free 
World must stand firm and go 
on building up its strength in 
spite of the current Russian 
“peace offensive.” 

“Up to the present I can see no 
convincing evidence of any change 
from the former course of Soviet 
foreign policy,” he declared. 

At yesterday’s conference, Ad- 
enauer and nhower are re- 
ported to have agreed that the 
Soviet peace offensive is due at 
least in part to the growing 
strength and firm policies of the 
western powers. Any relaxation 
of the free world’s efforts, it was 
further agreed, could cause Mos- 
cow to revert to open truculence. 

Moscow is continuing to build 
up its military strength, more- 
over, despite its peace talk, Amer- 
ican and German intelligence re- 
ports indicate. The Soviets have 
several thousand jet airplanes 
which can be over Bonn in 40 min- 
utes and over Paris in 50 min- 
utes, they pointed out.

One sees British planters, some 
packing .45 automatics, who have 
come to “K.L.” for a holiday 
In the clubs there is seldom 
any talk of “The Emergency,” 
except when some one denounces 
government for maintaining irk- 
some security restrictions.

Fine Work at the Polls! 


The voters of St. Louis can be proud of their 
day’s work in the 1953 municipal election. 

They took their franchise as the serious duty 
that it is and went to the polls in large numbers. 

They chose a trained, experienced and progres- 
sive man as their Mayor for the next four years. 

They voted for progress in their public schools 
by approving the levy increase. 

They elected two of the four candidates in- 
dorsed by the Citizens’ School Improvement 
Committee for the Board of Education. 


Nonpartisan Vote for Mayor 


Raymond R. Tucker's 61,657 plurality over 
Carl G. Stifel is a personal triumph not unlike 
the personal victory which President Eisenhower 
won in the nation last November. How great 
this triumph is can best be told from the fact 
that Mr. Tucker carried 26 of the 28 wards and 
almost carried still another ward. 

This is much more than a Democratic victory. 
The outpouring for Mr. Tucker undoubtedly 
was a reflection of his own primary conquest 
over the worst elements in the Democratic party 
in St. Louis. 

Mr. Tucker had two major appeals to the inde- 
pendent voters and these appeals carried over 
quite properly to many Republicans. First, his 
20-year record of service to the community as 
Smoke Commissioner, Chairman of the Board 
of Freeholders for the proposed City Charter 
and in other capacities. Second, his direct, for- 
ward-looking campaign. The community has 
every reason to expect his tenure in City Hall 
to be a four-year continuation of these charac- 
teristics. 


Mandate for School Improvement 

The overwhelmingly favorable vote for the 
school levy increase was a striking demand for 
progress in St. Louis education. Generally, 
these are tough times for tax increase and 
bond issue proposals. Yet the people of St. 
Louis, convinced of the need, raised the school 
tax levy by 14 cents for the next two years, and 
did it by a vote of better than 2-to-1. 

Among 15 cities of more than 500,000, St. 
Louis has ranked twelfth in its expenditures per 
pupil. Twelve of the 18 largest cities have had 
school tax rates higher than that paid in St. 
Louis. The voters’ decision will permit the 
Board of Education to meet the. mounting costs 
of education and to keep teachers’ salaries 
somewhere near the prevailing level in other 
large cities. The new Board of Education has 
a mandate to give the city, in return, the high- 
est standard of nonpolitical school service. 


Two of Four for the School Board 


Election to the School Board of two of the 
four candidates supported by the Citizens’ School 
Improvement Committee is no little victory in 


view of the bitter opposition to the citizens’ 
slate among many ward professionals of both 


parties. The two elected were Daniel L. Schlafly 


and Louis H. Antoine, who ran second and third 


in the field of 10. The committee’s unsuccessful 
candidates were Lemoine Skinner Jr., who was 
sixth, and William Charles, seventh. The defeat 


of incumbent Mr. Charles, probably the best 


qualified of all the candidates, is the most un- 
fortunate result. 

Charles J. Dyer, North St. Louis furniture 

» merchant, led the field by a wide margin. A 
bitter foe of reform in the schools, he had 
wide support from Democratic ward orBaniza- 
tions, as well as from a hastily formed “ersatz” 
group that had adopted a name similar to that 
of the citizens’ committee. In Mayor-elect 
Tucker's Twelfth Ward, for example, the Demo- 
eratic organization backed the “ersatz” slate, 
headed by Mr. Dyer. 

Mr. Dyer was so confident of support from 
the professionals that he did not feel called 
upon to make a single campaign speech in his 
own behalf. His impressive victory indicated 
the power of solid organizational backing. The 
fourth successful candidate, Dr. James J. 
McCaffery, also received substantial support 
from many ward organizations. 


A Turnout of 57 Per Cent 


The total vote for the two mayoral candidates 
came close to the most optimistic predictions of 
political leaders. The figure was 226,021, or 
more than 57 per cent of the registered voters. 
This was 22,000 better than the turnout in the 
mayoral election of 1949, though still far short 
of the record set in 1941. 


Large Tucker Majority Among Aldermen 


Mr. Tucker's party will command a large ma- 
jority among the 28 seats in the Board of 
Aldermen, a fact that should be of great assist- 
ance to the new Mayor in the enactment of 
measures that will advance St. Louis along the 
road of progress and away from decay. In the 
14 races, Democrats retained the eight seats 
which they held. Three Democrats defeated Re- 
publican incumbents. In the West End Twenty- 
fifth Ward it will take the official canvass to 
determine whether Alderman John E. Curby, 
Republican, defeated his Democratic opponent, 
William K. Gardner, 3749 to 3744—a_ hairline 
edge of five votes. Republicans won the two 
other contests.

Science Asks for the Facts 

Both Congress and the Administration ought 
to be impressed by the growing demand from 
scientific groups for a complete investigation of 
the shakeup in the Bureau of Standards initiated 
by Secretary of Commerce Weeks, 

Dr. Edward U. Condon, president of the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advancement of Science, 
and President Farrington Daniels of the Ameri- 
can Chemical Society are the latest of many 
scientific spokesmen who have expressed uneasi- 
ness over the dismissal of Dr. Allen V. Astin 
as director of the bureau. 

It is not important that Dr. Astin’s job should 
be “saved.” Indeed he himself did not try to 
„gave it. The important issue is not personalities 
but policy. In the circumstances surrounding 
Dr. Astin's dismissal there is disturbing evidence 
that Secretary Weeks contemplates a change in 
policy that could be detrimental to the bureau's 
functions as an objective, impartial, scientific 
agency. 

Whether this is true or not both Congress and 
the Administration should be interested in find- 
ing out. And the task of getting at the truth 
ought not to be left to the oppenents of the Ad- 
ministration. Senator Morse of Oregon has in- 
troduced a resolution for a full senatorial inves- 
tigation, and some Democrats have moved in 
the same direction, but it would be much better 
if the Republicans themselves insisted on bring- 
ing all the facts before the public. 

The future of the Bureau of Standards is too 
important to become a partisan or factional issue. 
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Huckleberry Over Persimmon 

It was a good idea that Prof. John Francis 
McDermott had in holding a National Folklore 
Association conference at Washington University 
as part of the joint observance of the university's 
centennial and the 150th anniversary of the 
Louisiana Purchase. And it was an equally good 
thought to give Missouri folklore a special sec- 
tion, along with sections on the Indian, folk song 
and folk story and the utilization of folklore. 

Folklore collectors in this neck of the woods 
soon will be talking about “Down in the Holler,” 
a forthcoming book from the University of Okla- 
homa Press, by Vance Randolph and George P. 
Wilson. A quick look at an advance copy of 
this “Gallery of Ozark Folk Speech” shows what 
a rich and vivid manner of talking developed 
among the families which settled from Taum 
Sauk Mountain down into Arkansas and over in 
the corner of Oklahoma. Mr. Randolph, who 
lives at Eureka Springs, collected Ozark folk 
tales in “We Always Lie to Strangers” and 
“Who Blowed Up the Church House?” Now he 
gathers a fresh harvest of old sayings and 
proverbs, picturesque comparisons, far-fetched 
similes and metaphors and unusual words and 
meanings. 

Your Ozarker is not satisfied to say something 
is hot or cold; it is cold as a pump-handle or 
hot as d fire in a pepper-mill. Someone who 
is very deliberate in moving about is slower than 
sorghum at Christmas. You are really occupied 
if you are busy as a buzz saw in a pine knot. A 
girl is right good looking if she is pretty as a 
bug’s ear. There is no other line so straight as 
a martin to his gourd. An untidy fellow looks 
like he’s been chawin’ terbacker and spittin’ 
agin the wind. To be defeated or knocked 
senseless is to be out like Lottie’s eye. A hillman 

‘who takes on outside ways has gone back on his 
raisin’.. Sometimes it gets so muddy it will bog 
a buzzard’s shadow. On Roark Creek it is so 
wild they use wolves for watchdogs. If some 
of the facts are missing there’s another verse to 
the song. He who is ready to compromise a dif- 
ference says: “I'll talk turkey if you talk squir- 
rel.” The Ozark pancake provides the dialect 
expression flat as a flitter. A fellow who is 
prospering is cuttin’ the big jimson. Taking a 
dangerous risk is stirrin’ up hell with a long 
spoon, Scant fare is livin’ on pawpaws and high 
wind. A mah who is out at night without expla- 
nation is * hoot owls, To bite off more 
than you can is to have a huckleberry over 
your persimmon. To be modest and conservative 


is to keep close to the willows. To mind your 
business is to kill your own snakes. Creating a 
scene is raisin’ sand. Diagonally is slaunchways. 
A very small quantity is a smidgin. 

“Down in the Holler” is anything but a smid- 
gin. Some folks would call Vance Randolph's 
lore collecting nothing but backin’ and a-forthin’ 
if not plain bone-idle. Just the same he has kept 
as busy as a stump-tailed cow in fly-time. As 
for the folklore festival visitors, we-uns regret 
this spell of fallin’ weather, bit if they will just 
hold their pertater it'll fair up. 
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A Warning to Get Ready 


It took only 36 minutes for the U.N. and Com- 
munist negotiators to agree to exchange sick 
and wounded prisoners who want to be returned 
to their homeland. This shows how quickly 
agreement can be reached on a given problem 
when both sides desire to agree and at the same 
time. Against this half-hour session stands the 
record of months and months of Communist 
delays, postponements and stalls. 

This basic agreement came so quickly that 
Panmunjom observers are hoping it foretells 
other steps that will lead to a truce in the 


Korean war. The hope is one that everyone in 


the free world can properly share. Exchange 
of sick and disabled prisoners is its own ample 
benefit to both sides, but it may open the way 
to solution of the whole prisoner question and 
thus raise the prospect of a cease-fire and an 
ultimate end to the war. 

The President has set the sate tone for all 
these proceedings. Each step should be taken 
on its own and for what it is worth. As he 
said at the annual meeting of the United Defense 
Fund, Inc., should peace come quickly in Korea 
Americans and other U.N. forces would have to 
stay in Korea for “quite a while.” Nothing 
would make less sense than to repeat in 1953 
in the Orient the hasty dismantling process in 
Europe in 1945. For that in effect invited the 
Soviets to move into the void. 

These developments in Korea raise a questioh 
as to whether the Eisenhower Administration is 
ready for thé possibility of an all-out peace bid 
from the Kremlin. No one knows whether such 
a bid is on the way. This much we do know: 
the Communists have taken the initiative, they 
are handling the Korean situation so as to grab 
credit in Asia and the other touch-and-go parts 
of the world. 

How long would it require Secretary of State 
Dulles and his advisers to get together on an 
agenda for a conference? This is the time to 
get ready so as not to run the risk of being taken 
unawares. For it would be a serious embarrass- 
ment to a people who are so eager for peace to 
find their diplomats taken by surprise with no 
plan for what they and the Communists would 
agree on as condition to ending the current 
wars, both hot and cold. 

Yet as things stand now that embarrassment 
is a distinct possibility. 
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Tax Cuts Come Second | 

The Committee for Economic Development, 
which has contributed two members to the 
Treasury Department, takes the sound view 
when it argues that taxes should not be reduced 
until it is clear that expenditures can be cut 
enough to balance the budget. 

The committee appears to be somewhat more 
certain that its former members who are now 
running the Treasury, however, that expendi- 
tures can be cut immediately so that presently 
scheduled tax reductions can be carried through, 
Its study of the budget holds that this goal can 
be attained if the problem is tackled vigorously, 
and if no great increase in defense expenditures 
becomes necessary. 

Secretary Humphrey and Assistant Secretary 
Folsom, who used to be members of the CED, 
are not so sure, Administration officials have 
been talking, not about permitting the presently 
scheduled tax cuts—notably the end of the 
excess profits tax in June—but about postponing 
them. Perhaps it all depends on the point of 
view, and especially on whether the viewpoint 
is outside or inside the Government.

With more reading piling up on everyone in business from the boss 
on down, most of us can't grasp what we read quickly, expert 
says; it is possible to speed up from as few as 300 to as many as 
3000 words a minute; 


but seeing is secondary, thinking primary.

Reading speed increased from 300 words 
per minute at the start of the course, to 
as high as 2100 words per minute for some 
individuals at the end of the course. One 
student read at 3000 words per minute. 

These are excerpts from recent reports 
of reading training programs. 

Everybody agrees that the reading load 
for people in business is increasing all the 
time. This is true not only for the ex- 
ecutive, but also for the minor supervisor 
and the secretary. 

Many an executive is uneasily aware 
of his own inability to grasp quickly the 
meat of what he is reading, but he doesn’t 
usually realize that most of his colleagues 
are in the same boat. It is actually true 
that the general level of reading skill 
among educated, successful people is far 
below their requirements. 


Scores range from 99, in the top 1 per 
cent, to 1, the equivalent of a third grade 
reader. The fiftieth percentile, or av- 
erage, can be attained by a surprisingly 
small degree of accomplishment, an indi-

people read so poorly? It’s simply that 
they have never been taught how to read, 
at least not in terms of the skill that they 
need.

Handicaps to Rapid Reading 


A great many adults have been han- 
dicapped in college because their bad 
reading habits made their studying un- 
necessarily laborious. Many are still sub- 
vocalizing; that is, reading at the speed at 
which they could pronounce the words, 
simply because of an early school empha- 
sis on oral reading. 


Even the professionals don't know too 
much about what goes on in the mind 
during reading. We do know a good deal 
about what the eyes do during reading. 
Furthermore, we have a very ingenious 
instrument that shows us exactly what 
the eyes are doing at any given instant. 
This is the opthalmograph. 

This instrument houses a pair of cam- 

eras which make a photographic record of 
the movements. of the eyes as the subject 
reads a short selection, perhaps about his- 
tory. 
The film yields data as to the total 
number of stops or fixations, the number 
of words picked up in the average fixation, 
and the total time for reading the selec- 
tion, usually 50 words. It also clearly in- 
dicates the regressions, or cases of going 
back and rereading.

This would take too much if most of the 
students’ thinking about their own work 
were not already logical and orderly. They 
simply have never been taught how to 
transfer «this skill to studying the other 
man's ideas, set down in symbols on paper. 


Writer and Reader in Unity 


Most of them read inattentively, and 
with m bad habits. They are inflexi- 
ble in their approach and treat every word 
as though it were golden. 

They remember details, but can't see the 
forest for the trees. They don't see organ- 
ization in written material, miss key words 
and important transitional words and 
phrases, and never sense the over-all pat- 
tern that the author is following. 

They don’t enter into that unity of 
thought between writer and reader which 
results in a transfer of thought instead of a 
memory of words. 

Because communication is faulty, they 
confuse the author’s 22 with what he 
has attributed to another and, in turn, put 
their own thoughts into the author's mouth. 
This is why, even when the writing is good, 
two people can read the same piece and 
end up with different ideas of sof the content.

This charge is for mortgage 
amortization, janitor service and 


down payment and 
charges. 

Comparable rental 
would cost about $10 a month 
more per room in the present-day 
market. 

The housing project is contin- 
gent on final approval of mort- 
gage insurance by the FHA. Orig- 
inally Robinson and his backers 
planned to build in the Flatlands 
district of Brooklyn, but the prox- 
imity of swampy land led to re- 
jection of that site. 

The site in the Bronx has been 
approved by the FHA, 

Mortgage Loans Insured. 

The National Housing Act was 
changed in 1950 to give housing 
co-operatives a boost by making 
their financing more inviting to 
lending institutions. Section 213 
added to Title II authorizes the 
FHA to insure the mortgage loan 
against any loss to the lender; the 
guarantee covers 100 per cent of 
the loan amount. The amount of 
the mortgage may be as much as 
90 per cent of the replacement 


other operating expenses, includ- | cost. 


ing a reserve fund for repairs. 


As the mortgage is reduced 
over the years, the amount of re- 
pairs will Increase, striking a bal- 
ance and making the need for 
the carrying charge constant. As 
they say in non-technical circles, 
if it ain’t one thing it’s another. 


The elevator apartments, to be 
built in three stages, will occupy 
about 24 per cent of the land. 
The remainder is to be used for 
playgrounds, walkways and ga- 
rages. Schools and churches are 
nearby, and the subway is within 
walking distance. 

The land is to be leased to the 
co-operative for 99 years at an 
annual rent equivalent to 4 per 
cent of the value placed on the 
tract by the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration. Such a leasehold 
is profitable; it can be held, or it 
can be mortgaged for immediate 
gain. 


How Costs Compare. 

The spnsors point out that a 
long-time mortgage of 40 years 
and a low, 4 per cent interest 
rate make the carrying charges 
lower than normal. It is estimated 


500 that a home providing living ac- 


commodations comparable to the 
co-operative apartments would 
cost $12,000 to $14,000, would be 
in an outlying area where time 
and money spent in commuting 
would be a burden, and would 
require a considerably higher 


Incidentally, such a mortgage 
contains a clause forbidding dis- 
crimination against any would-be 
tenant on the basis of race, color 
or creed. If the mortgagor should 
violate this agreement, the unpaid 
balance of the mortgage may be 
demanded immediately.

Worth the Red Tape. 


After this certificate is issued, 
the sponsors can sell stock in the 
co-operative. When stock cover- 
ing 90 per cent of the apartments 
has been sold, the setup is re- 
viewed for credit eligibility, a 
final FHA insurance commitment 
is made and construction can be- 
gin. A world of red tape, but the 
generous loan amounts and mort- 
gage terms of Section 213 financ- 
ing make it worth the time and 
trouble. 

Under regulations of tHe co- 
operative, tenant leases run for 
three years and then come up for 
renewal. A stockholder who wants 
to move out and cash his invest- 
ment is obligated to give the cor-

“MY HUSBAND BAS a steady and very secure job in 
which he is fixed for life,” she explains. “The salary is not 
big but he has unusual provisions for sickness, vacation, old 
age pension and other fringe benefits, and it just suits him, 
so I can’t push him to go out and gamble on some get-rich- 
quick scheme. But we do need more money, with two small 
children who cost us more each year. 

“Before we married I was a highly-paid stenographer, and 
Tm not so old that I couldn't go out and get a job at which 
I'd make as much money as he does. We'd have to hire some- 
body to look after the children, but if we could double our 
present income it would certainly help us out. What do you 
think, Dr. Popenoe—would I be doing wrong to my children 
and my home if I took a job?”

THAT’S SOMETHING you and your husband will have 
to decide between you, Mrs. E., but Ill suggest a few points 
that you might overlook. In addition to the cost of a woman 
to run the home (and they are hard to get at any price), how 
much extra will you pay out for transportation, lunches, and 
extra clothes, permanents, and other luxuries that you wouldn’t 
get if you were home? Will your housekeeper buy as thriftily 
and economize as carefully in the daily expenses, as you 
would? Will she make or alter clothes for the children, as 
you would, or will you be buying more for them all the time? 
And how much of your earnings will go to the income tax 
collector and in other compulsory deductions? 

You may find that even in dollars and cents, you would 
not be so much better off than you are now. 

Beyond that, of course there is the question of whether 
you will have as good a home, whether your children will have 
as good a mother, whether your husband will have as good a 
wife, if you go back into the groove of a clock-punching job. 

There are hundreds of thousands of wives who are work- 
ing outside the home and having their children cared for in 
day nurseries, or by neighbors or relatives. Sometimes the 
arrangement works well, sometimes it doesn’t. Sometimes it 
is necessary, sometimes it isn’t. Nobody can lay down a hard 
and fast rule in such a case, but many mothers would profit 
by doing some cost accounting in advance. They might find 
that work outside the home is a losing game, if they take into 
consideration all the facts.

The first group performed at 
65 degrees, and each animal need- 
ed only 12 trials to reach the food 
reward at the end of the laby- 
rinth. The second group was 
tested at a medium temperature 
of 76 degrees, and the results 
were not nearly so good: about 
28 trials apiece to reach the goal. 
The third group, working at a 
stifling 90 needed an av- 
erage of 48 runs, and many of 
them gave up along the way.

There are also more acts of 
violence, more crimes of passion. 

One criminologist studied the 
incidence of crime in France and 
Italy. He found that in the warm 
southern sections of both coun- 
tries crimes of violence and sex 
were twice as numerous as in the 
cool north. And they always 
reached peak proportions in the 
hottest, most oppressive summer 
months.

Dr. John H. Conover of Har- 
vard University studied the cen- 
tury-old records of the Blue Hill 
Meteorological Observatory in 
Massachusetts and found that 
there had been a distinct three- 
degree increase in temperature in 
the area since the first entry was 
made. , 

This was apparent even after 
all the adjustments -had been 
made for possible errors in meas- 
urement. 

For one thing, the heat gener- 
ated by our large modern cities 
could have had no effect; these 
observations were made in a large 
state park well outside Boston. 
For another, Dr. Conover went to 
great pains to make sure that the 
past readings were completely ac- 
curate.

Today the common codfish is 
found as far north as the seventy- 
third latitude off the west coast 
of Greenland, and the annual 
catch is increasing every year. In 
1913 it was a meager five tons. 
By 1946 it had jumped to 13,000. 

In view of these changes, cli- 
mate experts have formulated a 
consistent and logical theory 
about climate change. When 
stripped of technical verbiage, it 
is simply this:
